they write, that feveral thoufands 
"chat capital had died of the plague in 
than ux weeks. The Mufti is de- 
pofed, and banifhed to Burfo in Nato- 
ha. He is fucceeded, according to an 
scent cuflom, by the Cadileiquer of 
Romelia. Letters from Smyrna ad- 
yue, that for fome time paft great con- 
fuion has prevailed in the Furkitk pro- 
vinces; that at Aleppo, the garrifon of 
which place is compofed of janifaries, 
they cook up arms againit the bathaw, 
put him to death, afterwards fet his pa- 
lace on fire, and burntit to afhes. ‘The 
fame letters fay, that the inhabitants of 
Thyatira, one of the richett cities in 
Naolia, had taken up arms againit 
their governor; and that likewife at 
Conia, Salonica, Volo, and feveral o- 
ther parts of the Ottoman empire, they 
were ready to fet up a ftandard to re- 

On the gth of June the King of Po- 
Lavy iet out from Dretden, and went 
afaras Carga, atown on the frontiers 
kingdom, where he iflued the 
wn:vevalia tor holding a general diet, 
and returned to Drefden the rith. In 
mot ot the dietines for the election of 
ceputies, the difputes have been carried 
onwith {word and piltol, in confequence 
of which much blood has been fpilt and 
many lives loft. A letter from Warfaw, 
however, dated Sept. 4. tells us, that a 
Courier was arrived there from Dreiden, 
Wn advice that his Polifth Majeity wall 
hot 19 to the general diet this year, on 
sccount of difturbances in his electoral 
cominions, 

According to letters from Perers- 
"vec, the Emprets, upon receiving ad- 
‘icc that his Moit Chriftian Majeity had 
honinated the Marquis de l’Hopital to 
bis ambafiador at her court, appoint- 
“ Count Bettuchef, brother of the 
‘oh Chancellor, to refide in the fame 
city, on her part, at the court of 
‘ance. “The French have continued 
“alert, that the Emprefs of Rutiia has 
“ceced to the treaty between the Em- 
riaQueen and the court ef France.

They give us the following as the arti 
cles of this acceilion. 1. fhe Emprefs 
of Ruflia accedes to the treaty of Ver- 
failles concluded the 1ltof May, enga- 
ging to employ all her forces, whenio- 
ever it fhall be required, to inforce the 
execution of what is thereby ftipulated. 
z. The King of France guaranties to 
the Emprefs of Ruflia in perpetuity, the 
order of fucceflion, as the has ettablifh- 
ed it in favour of the Duke of Holtteia 
her nephew, and his defcendents, pre- 
miling to perform that guaranty as well 
by his good offices as by giving all ne- 


ceflary ailiftance. 3. The King gua- 


-ranties to the Emprefs all her conqueits 


made upon Sweden, in fuch manner as 
never to fupport any claims which may 
at any time hereafter be made thereto. 
4. The two contracting powers fhall, 
as far as in them lies, contribute to fup- 
port the Archducal houfe of Auttria, 
and to fecure the indivifibility of her e- 
ftate as fettled by the pragmatic fanc- 
tion. 5. The Emprefs engages to affilt 
either, or even both of the parties, if 
the cafe requires, or it fhall be de- 
manded, with a body of 30,000 men, 
6. Whenever it thall pleafe God to in- 
{pire either of the parties at war with a 
defire of peace, and that propofals be 
made for a reconciliation, the three 
powers fhall unite to form an immove- 
able bafis for a folid and lalting peace, 
and make ule of their power and media- 
tion to accomplifh it. 7. The King 
and the Emprefs will conclude a treaty 
of commerce and navigation, tothe mu- 
tual advantage of both their fubjedts ; 
in confequence of which a tariff fhall be 
fettled, as was done in the time of Peter 
theGreat. 8. The end of the contraét- 
ing powers being, to prevent the fire of 
war already burning between G. Britain 
and France, from {preading any farther, 
they will ufe their belt offices with the 
King of Pruffia to accommodate the dif- 
ferences which fubfitt between that prince 
and the court of Vienna. g. And asit 
is neceflary, forthe re-eflablifhment and 
prefervation of peace, that the Grand 
Signior fhould be encouraged in his pa- 
cific ientiments, the Ottoman Porte fhall 
be made acquainted with this prefent 

treaty, 
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treaty, and the contracting powers fhall 
fiudy to maintain a good underilanding 
and harmony with him. 

In the mean time advices from both 
the Hague and Hamburg deny that 
there has been any fuch acceffion; and 
fay that orders have been given to the 
Ruihan troops affembled in Livonia, 
which alarined the King of Pruffia, to 
depart into their old quarters. It 1s alfo 
confidently affirmed, that the. Emprets 
of Rua has repeated the ttrongeit af- 
furances to Sir Hanbury Wilhams, that 
fhe is very far from taking any part in 
any alliance which may turn to the pre- 
jacice of that which fubfiits between her 
and his Britannic Majelly ; and that the 
Roan minifer at London has, by the 
exprels command of his Impenal mi- 
tircfs, given the fame aflurances to his 
Britannic Majefly himfelf. At the fame 
time it is faid, that the court of Lon- 
don has offered to enter into a new fub- 
fidy-treety with that of Peterfburg. 

Letters from Stockholm of the 14th 
of Augutt inform us, that the ttates of 
Swepewn have ordered four remarkable 
pieces to be anferted in the journal of the 
cict, of which they give us the followe 
mg abftract. 

The tirtt is a letter from the fecret 
committee to the King, in which they 
intreated his Majeity to afk the Queen, 
when fhe would be pleafed to let the de- 
putics of the come to jn{pect 
the crown-jewels, as well thofe which 
were fent to Berlin for the celebration of 
his Majefly’s marriage with this prin- 
cels, as thoce that were left by Queen 

‘rica Eleonora, fitter of Charles XII. 

The fecond piece is a letter trom the 
Queen to the iecret committee, where- 
by the intimates, that fhe could not 
dubmit to fuch a vilit, becauie the de- 
manding it feemed to her Maielty to pro- 
ceed from the flates miltrulling her; 
that however fhe had retolved to fepa 
rate the jewels that belonged to the trea- 
fury from her own, and fend the former 
to the liates, as fhe now thought herlelf 
too worthy to wear fuch things. [346.] 

The third piece is 2 reprefentanon of 
the Rates tothe King, in which they 
et forth their concern to fee the Quecn

had not that efteem for them which they 
had reafon to expect ; that they are pers 
fuaded the King’s difpofitions towards 
them are very different, and that they 
correipond with the purity of their zeal 
for his royal perfon; that what touches 
them moit 1s, that fuch an examy'le as 
this may make unfavourable imprethons 
on the princes of the Royal houte, and 
beget in him that fhall be called to the 
government of the kingdom, an aver- 
tion to all forts of men, except fuch per- 
fons as place their happinefs in the fa- 
vours of the court; that the Queen came 
into the kingdom to be the King’s {poule 
and companion, but not to multiply the 
cares and toils of the regal dignity; 
that there cannot be two heads in a 
kingdom, the one eltablithed by the 
laws, and the other not admitted by the 
laws, feeing that thefe two authorities 
would be at variance, and one ot them 
mult neceflarily be weakened by the o- 
ther; that the ftates, in propoting to in- 
fpest the jewels of the crown, having 
demanded nothing but what was agrce- 
able to the laws and the conilitutons, 
could not fee without great diiplealure, 
that the Queen fhould impute this itep 
to any diftruft on their part, and make 
ule of fuch expreffions as thefe in her 
letter, that thinks her/elf too worthy 10 
avear them any longer; that it is with no 
lefs concern they gather from theie 
preflions, the little value her Majcty 
fets on the crown-jewels; that they «re 
precious in more than one fente; on te 
one hand, becaufe the late Queen 
wear them, and onthe other hance, 
caufe they are the property of a ki g 
com that does not yield to any mo: ate 
chy in the univerfe in point of ant juity, 
glory, and reputation; thatthe \i gs 
dignity ittelf tuffers when any incice nts 
happen that tend to dima! & 
reipeét due to the government, that the 
ftates are very far from withing to ie 
any change in the affection his ./sjc'¥ 
has for the Queen; that fuch a thous? 
is repugnant to their fentiments; ts 
they defire no other change bur 
which will prodace in the Queen s mr 
fuch fentiments as are fit to make 
lingdom fure of her affection. 
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In anfwer to the reprefentations of 
the lates, the King has fent them a let- 
ter, wherein he exprefes his great con- 
cern to fee Prejucices arife againft the 
Queen, which the fentiments of this 
proces, and the elteem fhe has mani- 
feted for the Swedifh nation, ought to 
have prevented for ever, The King al- 
{y onferves in this letter, that the 
Queen having worn during ten years, 
that is to fay, fince her acceition to the 
ott the jewels of the crown, which 


had been intrufted to her, and as in all 
‘ime the fates never offered to in- 
fect tiem, fhe muft naturally have con- 


clud rt from the ftep lately intended, 
that they began to d truft her; and 
therefore the thought fhe might fay that 
i wis not confiltent with her dignity to 
wear them any longer; which was all 
the confequence that could be fairly 
from her expreflions; and as to 
tie jewels that had been fent to Berlia 
for the celebration of her marriage, fhe 
looked upon them as her own property, 
accorcing to the terms of the contrac 
then made. 

To make our advices from Sweden 
the better underftood, we fhall give a 
fort hiftory of the prefent form of go- 
Vernment in that kingdom, and of the 
Cilpute between the King and the fenate. 

The government of ‘Sweden was an 
ie ote monarchy till the death of 

es who having exhaufted the 
"ale not only of money, but of 
men, by his extravagant and ridiculous 
pafion for fighting, gave the Swedes 
tach a proof of the miferies to which 
they were fubjedted by that form of go- 
venment, that they determined to 
Chance it; and the death of Charles af- 
them a favourable opportunity 
wh that at purpofe, 
-iarles had by will appointed the 
of Holftein, who was his neareft 
to facceed him ; but he 
a iiter, who was married to the 

"rave of Heffe, and the laws of 
“weden did not exclade the female 
anches of the royal family from the 
‘e. This furnithed the ftates with

but the real reafon was, that upon @ 
fovereign of their own making they 
could impofe what conditions they plea« 
fed, but he who fhould fucceed by the 
will of his predeceftor, would exact the 
fame unlimited obedience as was paid 
to him under whom he claimed. 

With this view the Princefs Ulrica 
Fleonora was declared Queen; and @ 
form of government having been pre- 
pared, was prefented to her, and tothe 
Landgrave her hufband, as the condi 
tion of their dignity ; which they ac- 
cepted, and the Landgrave was {oon 
after declared | King. 

By this form of government the les 
giflative power was placed in the tlates, 
and the executive power in the King and 
fenate, which are confidered as one body. 

The fates confit of ntatives of 
four orders; the Nobility, Clergy, Cie 
tizens, and Peafants. ‘The Nobility is 
reprefented by the eldeft fon of the cle 
deft branch of each family; the Clergvy 
by the Archbifhop of Upfal, the bithops, 
one of the members of each chapter, and 
one rector in each diocefe, who are eleéte 
ed by a majority of their brethren ; the 
Citizens, by a majority of freemen of 
every city, fome cities fending two, fome 
one, and there are fome cities of whicla 
two have but one common reprefenta- 
tive ; and the Peafants, by one for eaclt 
county, chofen by a majority of their 
fellows from the holders of crown-lands 5 
for other tenants and farmers are confi- 
dered only as vaifals of the nobility. 

The fenate coniilts of twelve perfons, 
who hold the place for life; and when 
@ vacancy happens, the ftates felec 
three from the candidates, of whom the 
King chufes one. ‘he members of this 
aveult body partake of the royal cigni- 
ty, but are accountable for their condact 
to the ftates. ‘I he aéts of the fenate are 
determined by a majority of votes, the 
King having a double vote, and no more. 
The fenare has allo ac. alting vote, when 
the ttates are equally divided on any 
quettion. 

Since this regulation the King at his 
accefion takes a folemn oath, that he 
will preferve inviolate this forin of go 
vefnmeént, and revubste his conduct ‘by 
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446 
it. An oath of the like import is alfo 
taken by every member of the fenate 
and the itates. 

It is ftipulated in this compact be- 
tween the King and people, that he 
Shall give the fanQion of his royal au- 
thoritv, by hizgning his name to the ree 
foluuions of the fenate, whether he ap- 
roves them or not, though he is at hi- 
wh to make his objections in debate, 
and enter his protcit if they are over- 
ruled. Jt is provided allo, that if the 
king is prevented by ficknefs, abfence, 
or private affairs, from figning the re- 
Yolution of the fenate, it fha}l be executed 
though the royal fignature be wanting. 

It has happened, that when the fe- 
nate has been in good humour, they 
have relaxed a little the rigour of their 
power, and fuffered the hing to nomi- 
nate fuch perfons as he pleated to civil 
and military preferments, though he has 
arightto prefer thole only whom the 
{enate propole. 

preient Majefty, encouraged by 
the indulgence of the fenate to his pre- 
ceceflor, has preferred feveral perions 
agrecable to himfelf: but they have 
been {fo little approved by the fenate, 
that they have refumed the exercile of 
their power in its utmoit extent, and 
have propoied to him other perfons of 
their own chuling, tor the offices which 
he hoped to have biled by his own no- 
minauon. But they have always aflign- 
ed tome reafon for the difference of their 
choice. Lhis reafon, 


beef rather fuch as they thoucht might 


jutlity their choice afier it was made, 


than that which really prompted them 
to make it; and the realfon 
given at one time, has not alwavs been 
ven atanother.

principle, which, if allowed, would in. 
velt him with deipotic arbitrary power. 
And they quote an article in the King’s 
iolemn engagement, in which he de. 
clares, that in the difpofition of places, 
he will acquiefce in the judgment of the 
fenate, declared by a majority of voices. 

The King alfo gave in a reprefenta- 
tion againit the ienate, in which he 
complains, that harder conditions were 
preicribed to him than had been pre(cri- 
bed to his predeceflors ; that the tenate, 
in mere oppofition to his choice, fome. 
times appointed another upon pretence 
of a prior claim, which they faid thould 
not be fet afide in favour of particular 
fervice, and fometimes upon pretence of 
particular fervice, which they then {aid 
fhould not be fet afide in favour of a 
prior claim; declares, that he has no- 
minated perfons of merit, and that he 
cid not leave the nomination to others, 
becaufe he was defirous to put a flop to 
the dangerous cuftom of buying and 
ing places of the greateit truit; that 
felling places is contrary to law ; and that 
if he fhould fign an appointment for a 
perfon who has thus purchated a place, 
he fhould violate the oath which he took 
at his acceflion, to oppofe every breach 
of the law to the utmoit. He laments, 
that becaufe he will not thus give up his 
prerogative, and violate his oath, by 
concurring in the violation of the laws, 
feveral places of great importance are 
vacant, the fenate obitinately periifing 
in their oppofition; and finally appezls

obligations, and thenights of my people?” 
To this the fenate aniwered, that the 
King did obitruct the execution of their 
reiolves by refuling to fign them: for 
though itis faid, their retolves fhall be 
executed, though not figned by him; 
yet it 1s immediately added, if he is pre- 
vented by ficknefs, abience, or private 
afiirs, neither of which is now pre- 
tenced; and the refolutions of the fe- 
nate therefore cannot be executed, in 
coniequence of which the important 
paces mentioned by his Majeity continue 
vacant, tothe great damage of the flate. 
In confequence of thete various re- 
preientations, on the part of the King 
aid the jenate, the aflair was examined 
by the grand committce of the ftates, 
Whoie report is to the following effect. 
That his Majefty’s declaration, that 
he cannot confirm with his fign-manual 
What his own confcience rejects, and 
What he thinks contrary to the funda. 
mental laws, is a declaration that he 
cannot govern by the laws of the land, 
as he has {worn to do; thofe laws requi- 
ting him to fign refolutions of the fenate, 
hich he does not approve, though they 
Permit him to enter his proteft, and ap- 
peal to the flates; as appears by the 
yu article of the form ot gov ernment, 
‘ Whenever a debate ariies in the fe- 
mate, his Majefty is to acquiefce in ~ 
of the majority and by th 
Irth ection of his Majeity’s coronation- 
folemnly {wear to govern, 
With ‘the advice of the {enate, and ac- 
cording to law.” 
{hat the non- appointment of perfons 
Vacant places, is caufed by his Ma- 


Ys refutal to fign the fenate’s deci- 


to 
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fion; they having no power to fill fuch 
places without the fign-manual, as itis 
not with-held, nor pretended to be with- 
held, on account of ficknefs, abfence, 
or private affairs. 

‘hat if the perfon named by the 
King is not agreeable to the fenate, he 
ought to name another that is, or accept 
of the perfon named by them. And, 

That the fenate, not the King, is to 
judge of the candidates capacity and 
claim ; and that the contrary would be 
an infringement of the liberty of the 
fubject, and render them liable to op- 
prefiion without redrefs: for the King 
is accountable to no body, but the fe- 
nate is accountable to the ilates: fo that 
if a perfon recommended by the King 
is excluded by the ttates, he has a reme- 
dy; but if the King had a power to ex- 
clude a perfon recommended by the tes 
nate, he would have no remedy. 


This report of the committee the 


ftates confirmed by a refolution, which 
concludes with an earneft exhortation to 
his Majeity to reftore peace to the king=- 
dom and honour to the throne, by exe 
cuting thoie laws which alone can make 
him great, by keeping his people free. 
After deliberation by the ittates, five 
members of the order of the Clergy were 
fent to his Majefty at Ulrichidal, witha 
new act of fecurity, which had been 
drawn up, for the prefervation of the 
eftablifhed form of government. To 
this the King gave his confent. At the 
fame time the Queen delivered to thofe 
deputies the following declaration. 


Cannot but approve of the remon- 

firances made to me thi: cay by the 
Archbifhop and the gentlemen of the ore 
der of the Clergy. 1 am greatly pleafed 
with the aflurances given me of their 
zeal for the glory of “God, the good of 
their country, and the falvation of my 
foul. 1 will not fail to follow their coun- 
fels ; and I hope with the aid and grace 
of God to do it with fuccets. In the 
mean time, | declare by ne prefents, 
that 1 deteft the dangerous conipiracy 
which was lately formed, but whole ex- 
ecution was pre ‘vented by a difcovery of 
it, owing no doubt to the protection of 
the Moit High. Loutsa U 
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Very late letters from Stockholm af- 
fure, that a good harmony is reitored 
between the King and the flates; and 
thatthe in particular bas declared 
to them, that there wa: nothing fhe more 
ardently wifhed for than the ‘advance- 
ment of the public good ; that if her 
fentiments in this refpect had been mif- 
conttrued, fhe could attribute it to no- 
thing butappearances, for which the was 
not reiponiible ; and that fhe expected 
time would juftify her way of thinking 
in regard to the true intereit of the 
kingdom. 

The courts of Vienna and Berwin 
having {till perifted in their military pre- 
parations, they at the fame ume conu- 
nued reciprocally to charge one another 
with being the fiult that gave orders tor 
purcting troops in motion. Em- 

prefs-Queen, to juftty her proceedings, 
lithed a peicript, in w hich the repre- 
fented the treaiy between the courts of 
Londen and Perlin in fuch a light as 
tended to reflect difhoncur upon both. 
In aniwer to that reicript, the King of 
G. Britain caufed the following decla- 
sation be made by his Electoral minifter 
to the diet of the empire at Ratitron. 
** ‘That his Britannic Majeity, in. his

fafety: That, confequence of theie 
principles, he has neglected nothing that 
might moit efcéual y tend to the 
port of the houfe of Auttria, even to the 
being ready to jacrifice all that was in 
his power: That the dificrences which

have arifen between G. Britain al 
France, about their pofleiiions in Ame. 
rica, having given birth to a detion in 
the latter power to attack the electoral 
dominions of the houfe of Bruntwick-| y. 
nenburg ; which was fufhciently known 
by the little care they took to make a 
myilery of fuch a project, fo capable of 
creating troubles in theempire; his brie 
tannic Majetty, who addreifed himiclt to 
the Emprets-Queen, requiring the fuce 
cours ftipulated by treaties, was not only 
vnable to obtain them, but, at the fame 
time, found the court of Vienna as litle 
inclined to grant another requett, alto- 
gether asreaionable; which was, toem- 
ploy her good offices towards alte: ing 
the difpotitions of fuch of the ftates of 
the empire, as, through indifleresce, 
feemed to favour, in fome meafure, that 
intended invafion: ‘ihat his Britannic 
Nlajefty theseby found himfelt under a 
necetity of concluding an alliance with 
the King of Profiia, tor the fecurity of 
their reipe clive dominions, as alio for 
preferving peace and en, in the 
empire, protecting the fyftem eftablithed 
therein, and defending the rights and 
privileges of the member rs of the Germiae 
nic body; without any prejudice to el 
ther of the religions exerciied in the em- 
pire, the contracting parties having g had 
no views in that treaty but fuch as are 
perfeCly confiftent with thofe falvtary 
objects: That while matters flood thes, 
the world was furprifed with the urex- 
pected event of the treaty of alliance 
which her Majefty the Emprefs-Queen 
has been pleafed to conclude with a po- 
tentate, who, for above two centuries 
paft, has difmembered the moft con 
derable provinces of the empire, has a ate 
tacked and invaded her Archduca! boule, 
has fomented troubles and divifions in 
our dear country, and made fuch means 
fubfervient to her own ambitious views 
by ulurping whatever lay convenient for 
her: That the inconveniencies and 
gers which this new treaty muft necefia 
rily be p Pp’ rodudiive of, will, jn time, be 
made manifeit; and as the thing's 
of fuch a nature as to require that ore 
fiould any longer make a myiter) of it 
his Britannic Majeity has thoughtit ct 
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per to explain himfelf clearly on this 
head, in order to diffipate the prejudices 
which may have been created by con- 
trary ideas or fuggeitions,” Wc, 

About the fame time the King of 
Profiia cavfed it be declared to the Im- 
perial miniltry, that he had given the 
Emprets-Queen no ground for her mili- 
tary preparations, that he had not yet 
taken any ftep againtt the hereditary do- 
minions of the houfe of Autftria, which 
might juttly induce their fovereign to 
take thote meafures fhe was actually 
enploved about, and that he had only 
mide tome difpofitions againit the mo- 
tions of the Ruffians. He alfo demanded 
a categorical anfwer as to the deftination 
of the Auftrian troops, and with regard 
to the intention of the Imperial court to 
attack his dominions either this year or 
the next. On receiving this declaration, 
the Emprefs-Queen wrote to all her mi- 
niiers at foreign couits to the following 
purpole. *¢ The King of Pruffia’s de- 
claration is founded upon a quibble. If 
it be tree, on one hand, that the hing 
of Pruffia has not hitherto confiderably 
augmented his torces in Silefia; why, 
on the other hand, has he fo fuddenly 
allembled them ? why has he fo unex- 
pectedly furnifhed them with artillery 
and pontoons, and all necefiary warlike 
flores? why has he taken up a number 
of young fellows, and regimented them? 
Why'has the King of Prutha put his forces 
ina condition to take the field on the 
fir. notice, and fall into the Auftrian do- 
minions by Silefia or Saxony? ‘The 
tvents of the lait war dre of too frefh a 
cate, to leave any ground for charging 
the court of Vienna with an excets of 
precaution, in not trufting to mere words, 
or foffering herfelf to be cajoled by fair 
ipeeches. After what is pait, fomething 
more than words is expected. She was 
therefore at liberty, and it was her duty, 
to put herfelf in a pofture of detence, 
that the might defeat fchemes big with 
Ccnger to her. She will continue to 
Puitue her prefent meafures. The ex- 
peuces are already difburfed; the troops 
re every where on their march; they 
Wil masch, and form themfelves into 
‘ies on the frontiers, and there wait 


with the utmoft tranquillity for the dif- 
clofing of thofe views and motives which 
were hid under the motions of the 
Pruflians.” 

On the 18th of Auguft the Pruffian 
miniter at Vienna delivered a memorial 
to the miniltry there in theie words. 

* ‘The underfigned has the honour to 
inform her Majetty the Emprefs. Queen, 
that he has jut received expreis orders 
from the King his matter, to reprefent 
to her faid Majefty what follows, iz. 
That his Majelty the King of Pruffia 
was very forry to importune again her 
Majetty the Emprefs-Quecn ; but it was 
unavoidably neceflary in the prefent fi- 
tuation of affairs, the importance where- 
of required clearer exp!anations than her 
Majcity the Emprets-Queen lately gave 
his faid Pruflian Majcity by the undere 
figned. That that prince, not to dif- 
femble with her Majetty the Emprefs- 
Queen, could not abjolutely avoid in- 
forming her, that he had received un- 
doubted intelligence, that in the begin- 
ning of this year fhe entered into an of- 
fentive alliance with the court of Ruflia 
againit him, wherein it was ttipulated, 
that the two Empreffes fhould unexpeét- 
edly attack the aforeiaid prince, the Em- 
prefs of Rufha with 120,cco men, and 
her Majetty the Emprefs-Queen with an 
ariny of 80,cco effective men. 

“ That this projeét, which was to 
have been carried into execution in the 
month of May this year, had been de- 
ferred till next {pring, only becaufe the 
troops of Ruffia wanted recruits, the 
fieet failors, and Finland corn to main- 
tain them. ‘That his Pruffian Maje- 
fty being at prefent advifed from all 
quarters, that her Majcity the Emprefs- 
Queen was affembling her principal 
forces in Bohemia and Moravia; that 
her troops were incamped ata {mall di- 
ftance from his frontiers; that magae 
zines were forming, and large quanti« 
ties of military ftores and provifions were 
laying up ; and chat lines of huffars 

and Croatians were drawn along his 
frontiers, as if he were at open war with 
her faid Imperial and Royal Majetty « 
he thought himlelf fully intitled to ree 
quirg trom her a formal and categorical 
declaration, 
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Ceclaration, containing an affurance, 
thet her Majefty the Empreis-Queen 
hath no intention to attack his Pruijhan 
Majetty, either this year, or the entu- 
ing one. 

«That it was of importance to that 
prince to know whether he was at peace 
or war with her Majeily the Emprefs- 
Queen; and that he made her the arbi- 
ter thereof. ‘That if her imperial Ma- 
jefly’s intentions were koneft, the pre- 
jent moment would be the time for ce- 
claring them: but that it, on the con- 
trary, his Pruflian Majefly received an 
wncertain and inconcluiive aniwer, her 
Imperial MajeRy would have herfelf to 
reproach for the confequences of this re- 
ferved behaviour, and confirm the intel- 
Jigence of the dangerous projeéts which 
fhe had formed with Rufia againtt his 
faid Profan Majelly; and chat, in fine, 
that prince called Heaven to witneds, 
that he was innecent of the calamities 
which would follow thereupon, 

‘The Gerhioned is ordered to ce- 
mand a [peecy categorical aniwer in wri- 
ting to whatis above faid, as her Ma- 
Ac fty the mprefs-Queen lately promiied 
him by his Excellency the High Chancel- 
lor ofthe court, Count Caunitz Rittberg.” 

Next day her Imperial Majefly cau- 
fed an aniver in writing be delivered 
to the Piuflian miniiler, in which the 
declared, ** That the news of an offen- 
five alliance, as well as the pretended 
circumflances in which it was drefled up, 
was entirely falfe and forged ; that {uch 
a treaty againf{ the Ring of Proflia nei- 
ther did eaift, nor ever had exifted; 
that all the world knew how Jong the 
King had been preparing for war, and 
that at was equally notonous, that the 
Emprefs Queen had been incuced to or. 
der military difpotitions folely in 
confideration of thofe of the hing ; that 
though at was not very ncccilary to give 
any Ceclaration on this fubject, her Im- 
“eae Majetty had already given one, 

»y which all Europe might judge, that 
the fatal conieguences toretoid by Prufe 
fia cannot be charged on the En.prets ; 
that it was clearly icen, that a fudden 
and hoilile invation of her hereditary do- 
Bunions was alicacy retelved on by the 


King of Pruffia, and that he Only fought 
fome plaufible pretext to deceive the 
world, and avoid the odious appellation 
of a public agpreflor,” &c. 

About the fame time his Prufian Ma. 
jefty drew up an anfwer to the Imperial 
reicript before mentioned, dnd what elle 

whad been alledged by the couit of \j- 
enna, in the following terms. 

The King of Protiia was greatly 
furprifed to hear, that the Lu pre(s- 
Queen endeavoured to perfuade the pu- 
blic, that he had given occation to the 
great military preparations which were 
making in her dominions. ‘lo difcover 
the faliity of this charge, it will be iuf- 
ficient to obferve the wras when the mo- 
tions among the forces of each party 
began. 

“It is notorious, that the court of 
Vienna began her armaments in Bohe- 
mia and Moravia in the beginning of 
June, foon after it had contracted new 
engagements with France, and at auine 
when neither the Emprefs-Queen, nor 
any of her allies, had any ground to ap- 
prebend a furprife. His Proihan Ma- 
jelly had the greater reafon to be atten- 
tive to thefe difpofitions, as he received 
advice at the fame time of the march of 
a confiderable body of Rufiian troops 
towards Courland; which determined 
him to order a few regiments to advance 
into Pomerania; but he ordered them to 
halt as foon as he heard that the Rul- 
fians had marched back. ‘The preient 
armaments muft be afcribed with a very 
ill grace to this motion of the Pruiian 
forces; fince the march ot fome Prviiian 
regiments towards Pomerania ought na- 
turally to give the court of Vienna no 
more umbrage, than the march of lone 
Auttrian regiments towards ‘Tuicany 
would give the King of Profiia. 

« Whillt the preparations for wat 
were Carrying on with the urmolt Vir 
gour in Bohemia and Moravia, his Prut- 
fan Majeily contented himéelf with put 
ting his fortrefles in Silefia in a polore 
of cefence againft a fudden attack, and 
marching {oie regiments towards 
provinces in Weftphalia. To this ¢4) 


he hath not fent a fingle regiment 10 


Silciia, no garrifon hath marched 
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to take the field, no camp is formed, 
nor has he made any motion towards 
he territories Of the Emprefs-Queen. 
To prove this, we will venture to ap- 
peal to the teilimony of the court of 
Vienna itfelf, which in its circular re- 
fcript alledges only uncertain reports 
that have been contradicted by the e- 
vent. They were informed, they fay, 
that the Pruflian troops were to incamp 
on the frontiers of Bohemia and Mora- 
via, and that the places of incampment 

ere already fixed on, But nothing of 
all this has hitherto appeared. 

“ Notwithitanding the tranquillity of 
the King of Praffia, the Emprefs-Queen 
hath continued her armaments: fhe hath 
ordered troops to advance from her moit 
dilant provinces, and by her own ac- 
knowledg ment fhe hath aflembled a for- 
midable army in Bohemia and Mora- 
via. On fight of thefe motions execa- 
ted on the frontiers of Silefia, the Kin 
of Prutha found himfelf obliged to de- 
mand of the court of Vienna, by his 
miniler M. de Klingraff, a friendly 
and {incere explanation with regard to 
thee military preparations. But the 
aniver given was fo dry, ambiguous, 
and uniatisfactory, that it gave his Ma- 
jetty a tufpicion of a defign formed a- 
gainit his dominions ; efpecially as the 
preparations in Bohemia and Moravia 
were continued, and even doubled ; 
and not only camps were formed, but 
lines drawn acrofs the frontiers of Sile- 
fia, as in a time of open war. Things 
being in this fituation, it was natural 
for the King of Pradia to think of him- 
it; and no perfon can july blame 
him for taking meafures to avoid being 
lurprifed and crufhed in his own ter- 
ritories. 

‘* The court of Vienna is challenged 
pointout any other obje¢t of the King 
©! Pruffia’s armaments, but the defence 
éo¢ tecurity of his dominions. As to 
te prefent conduct of the Imperial 
focrt, at as eafy for the impartial pu- 
cto find a key to it, by combining 
“€ era Of its firlt armaments with what 
* 10 induftrioufly gives out, namely, 
‘at they are no lefs defigned to pro- 
“<6 for the fecurity of its dominions, 
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than to fulfil its engagements with its 
allies. Whatever may be in this, peace 
and war are in the power of the Eine 
prefs-Queen. The King of Prutia, 
not being fatished with her firit antwer, 
ordered M. Khingraft his minitter to de- 
mand a categorical explanation from 
that princefs. If her Imperial Maje- 
fty’s pacific intentions be really as pure 
and fincere as fhe aflures them in all 
places to be, it will be eafy for her to 
convince the King of Prufia thercof : 
fhe need only give his minilter a clear, 
precife declaration, free from all am- 
biguity and equivocation; which will 
effetually reftore the public tranquillity, 
** We are willing to believe, on the 
affurances of her Majcfty the Emprefs- 
Queen, that her late treaty with his 
Mott Chriltian Majelty contains no other 
articles but what have been publiflied ; 
and we promife ourfeives, from the in- 
tegrity of her Imperial Majeity, that 
fhe will agree to no project that may be 
contrary to the intercits of Proteitantifm. 
But fhe cannot take it amifs, that the 
Protettant princes fhou!d be upon their 
guard in fuch a critical conjuncture as 
the prefent, when the validity of the act 
of fecurity given by the hereditary 
Prince of Hefie-Caffel for maintaining 
the eltablifhed religion, is openly ate 
tacked, and a difcovery has been made 
of the fecret intrigues of Count Pergens 
the Emperor’s minifter, and of Baron 
Kurtzrock, to carry off that prince, and 
take him from under the authority of the 
Landgrave of Hefle-Caffel, his father 5 
who hath publicly complained theres 

of, but obtained no fatisfa€tion,” Ge. 
This anfwer was delivered by the 
King of Pruffia’s minifter at Vienna; 
and almoft at the fame time the Em- 
prefs-Queen received advice that his 
troops had entered Saxony. For this 
purpofe part of them began their march 
on the 28th of Auguit. hatfame day 
M. de Malzahn, the Prutian minilter 
at Drefden, having demanded a private 
audience of the King of Poland Ilector 
of Saxony, he made the following vere 
bal declaration to his Majeily on the 

part of the King his matter. , 
** His Majeity the King of Prufis 
nds 
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finds himfelf obliged, by the behaviour 
of the Emprefs-Queen, to attack her, 
and to march through the territories of 
Saxony into Bohemia. He accordingly 
demands a paffage through the electoral 
cominions of his Polifh Majefty; decla- 
ring, that he will caute his troops to ob- 
ferve the ftritett diicipline, and take all 
the care of the country that the circum- 
fiances will permit. His Polith Majetty, 
and his royal family, may at the fame 
time depend upon being in perfeét fafety, 
and of having the greatett refpe& paid 
them on the part of his Prufhan Majeity. 
As to the reft, after reflecting upon the 
events of the year 1744, there is no reae 
fon to be furprifed, that the King of 
Prufiia fhould take fuch meafures as may 

revent a return of what then happened. 

loreover, he delires nothing fo much 
asa {peedy re-eftablifhment of peace, in 
order to give him the happy opportunity 
of reltoring the King of Poland to the 
quiet pofleiiion of his dominions, again 
which he has not, in other refpects, 
formed any dangerous defigns.””—- M. 
ce Malzahn added, ** That the necef- 
fity which the King his mafter was un- 
der of a&ting in this manner, could on- 
by be imputed to the calamity of the 
times, and the behaviour of the court of 
Vienna.” 

The King in the farprife which this 
declaration threw him into, aniwered 
M. de Malzahn, ** ‘That he fhould not 
have expected a requifition in the form 
that it had juft been made to him; that 
being at peace with all the world, and 
under noengagement relative to the pre- 
fent obje& with any of the powers a¢ta- 
ally at war, or thofe about to enter into 
at, he could not conceive the end of 
making fuch a declaration; but that he 
fhould give an aniwer upon this fubje@ 
in writing; and hoped his Prujian Ma- 
jefiy, contenting himielf with a quiet 
patlage, would neither forget the retpect 
gue toa fovereten, nor that which all 
the members of the Germanic body re- 
ciprocally owe to each other.” 

Soon after this verbal anfwer, the 
King caufed the following to be deliver- 
ed in writing to M. de Malzahn. 

“* His Majeity the King of Poland, 
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itl, 
who defires nothing more ardently thay 
the peace of the Roman empire, was ex. 
tremely difpleafed to hear that fome cif. 
ferences had arifen between the Kiny of 
Proffia and the Emprefs-Queen, which 
might occafioa the Proffian troop. to en. 
ter Bohemia. Neverthelets, as the requegt 
has been made by his Pruflian Majelty, 
the King of Poland will not refute the 
pafiage of thofe troops through his do. 
minions,. provided they do no damave 
there; and for this his Polith Majeity 
relies upon the declaration of the hing 
of Profhia, that his troops fhall obtcrve 
a itrict difcipline, But on this account 
it is neceflary, and good order requires, 
that his Pruffian Majefty fhould previouf- 
ly make known at what time, throuch 
what place, and in what number his 
troops are to pafs, in order that the 
King of Poland may appoint commis. 
ries, and give them proper inftructions 
to dire& the troops in their march. 

*« The King at the fame time flatters 
himfelf, that the King of Proflia, asa 
friend and good neighbour, will pay a 
regard to the bad fituation of the coun- 
try, and the fcarcity occafioned by the 
indifferent harveft this year; and that 
therefore he will caufe ready money, and 
a market-price, to be paid for every 
thing that his troops may have occaiion 
for, and likewife that he will let ther 
{tay be as fhort as poflible. 

‘“* His Polith Majeity owns, that he 
cannot help being furprifed at his Proie 
fian Majetty’s obierving, in his declara- 
tion, that the reflection of what hape 
pened in the year 1744 fhoula occation 
his taking meafures againit the like e- 
vents; the difference of the fituation of 
affairs at that time and now being very 
great. The King has the tlrongest reae 
fons to keep fteafaflly to the treaty of 
Drefden, in conformity to which he 93s 
afiiduoufly applied himfelf to culuvste 
the friendfhip of the neighdouring 
powers; and itis upon this princip's 
that his Polith Majefty flatters him't's 
that the King of Praffia will refi fatished 
of his intention, met to tate any part 
the differences which have ari/en 
his brufian and the Emp 
Queen, ashe has already feveral uve 
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Sept.1756. Declaration on the Pruffian trocps entering Saxony. 


declared to the Proffian minifter, and 
onfrms by thefe prefents. 
“ Such trong aflurances as thefe 
not but fatisfy the King of Pruflia, and 
event his requiring any thing of his 
Polith Majeity or his fubjeCts, contrary 
to the liberty of a prince of the em- 
pre, or that fhould oblige him to have 
recourfe to the Germanic body, and the 
guarantees Of the treaties of peace, for 
the due execution of thofe treaties.” 

Vhen thefe declarations were com- 
municated to the different powers whom 
his Polith Majetty thought proper to ac- 
quaint with his fituation, his Majefty 
aio informed them, ** That being ia 
hopes that his declarations would make 
a {vourable impreffion upon the King 
of Vrufia, he was waiting for their fuc-

Thereisno body whois not acquaint- 
ed with the events of the war which the 
King was obliged to undertake in 17445 
in order to refcue the empire, which 
the court of Vienna meant to opprefs 
in the perfon of its fupreme head.—— 
All the world knows, with how much 
tendernefs the King then acted towards 
the court of Saxony, and what were the 
fatal confequences refulted from it; the 
connefions which that court formed ; 
the junciion of its troops with thofe of 
his enemies; their entry into Silefia ; 
and, in fhort, the dangerous fcheme of 
attacking the King in the very heart of 
his dominions, and even in his own ca- 
pital. 

“The return of the fame circumflances 
obliges the King to confult the rules of 
prudence, and them — But in 
taking this part, his Majefy declares, 
at the fame time, to his Polifh M ajelty’s 
in the Rrongeft manner, and in the 
face of al] Furope, that he has not any 
offenfive defign againft the King of Po- 
land, or his dominions; that he does 
not enter them as an enemy, but mere- 
ly for his own fecurity; that he will 
take care, that his troops fhall obferve 
the moft exact order, and the mot fe- 
vere difcipline; and that, whillt he is 
forced to yield to the molt prefling con- 
fiderations, he only waits for the happy 
moment, when thefe fame conhderations 
will permit him to reflore to that prince

The fa me d: that the body of 
Proffian troces entered Leipfic, a declae 
ration was publified by their general, 
noufying, that as it was his Pruftiza 
Majefty’s intention to conficer and de- 
the wis of that ele cvorate as if 
they were his own, he had given the 
moft precife orders to cave his forces 


obferve the mofiexali difciriine. 
Vou. XVII. U {23 
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fays the general, ** as on the other 
hand it is neceflary to the prefervation 
of this good order, that the King’s 
troops be provided by the country with 
forage, bread, butchers meat, beer, 
and roots; proper measures muit be ta- 
ken for the regular delivery of thefe: 
We therefore by thefe prefents require 
and injoin all pesfons throughout this e- 
lectorate who are charged with the care 
of the police, to attend at Leipfic onthe 
30th of Augull at furtheit, to confider 
of and fettle the faid delivery with the 
commiifaries appointed by his Majetty. 
And in cafe any of the aforementioned 
perfons fhall negleét to obey this order, 
they mult blame themfelves if they be 
compelled, by military execution, to 
furnith the quota of fubfiftence at 
which they are taxed. As to the reft, 
we aflure all perfons in general, and 
cach in particular, of his Majefty’s royal 
provcciion. Given at Leipfic, the 
zgth day of Auguit, 1756." Notice 
having been given in the evening of the 
fame day to the deputies of the corpo- 
ration of merchants, that they were to 
pay all taxes and cuftoms only to the 
order of his Prufiian Majefty, the depu- 
ties next morning waited on Prince Fer- 
cinand of Prunfwick; who received 
them very politely ; repeated to them, 
that from that day ai! contributions were 
to be paid to the King of Pruffia, and 
notto his Polith Majcity; and affured 
them, that they might depend on his 
triendthip, protection, and care to main- 
tain good order. ‘Ihe fame day that 
prince took poffeffion of the cuftom- 
houfe and excile-office; and ordered 
the magazines of corn and meal to be 
opencd for the ofc of his troops. 

The King of Poland had certainly 
fulpeed what has happened; for he 
had jut before ordered all the troops of 
his electorate to leave their quarters, 
and affembie in a ftrong camp between 
Pirna and NKonieftcin, where they af- 
terward intrenched themfelves, and 
were provided with ammunition, artil- 
Jery, &c. It is fuppofed that this was 
jedged to be the moit commodious poit, 
notonly on account of itsitrength, but as 
alorded an opportunity for retarding 
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the progrefs of the Pruffians, by pre. 
venting the paflage of their artillery a. 
long the Elbe, and for the Auttrians 
from Bohemia to join the Saxons. The 
King of Praffia advanced towards Dref. 
den, and took poifeiiion of that capital 
the 8th of September. His Polifth Ma. 
jeity, with his two fons, the Princes 
Xavierius and Charles, had {et out from 
thence on the 3d, for the camp at Pir. 
na; but we are told, that the reft of the 
royal family remained at Drefden, where 
his Proffian Majefty treated them with 
great politenefs. The archives and mot 
valuable effeéts of the royal family had 
been carried to the fortrefs of Konig- 
ftein, together with all the tools and 
materials made ufe of in the porcelane 
manufactory at Meiffen. All the 
workmen of that manufactory alfo di- 
fperfed themfelves with the greateit dis 
ligence, as they had done in the year 
1745, that his Pruffian Majefty might 
not have an opportunity of difcovering 
a fecret which has brought vait {ums of 
money into Saxony. 

Lord Stormont the Britifh minifter at 
the court of Drefden, and two Saxon 
minifters, having waited on the King of 
Profia, with fome propofals froin his 
Polith Majefty, his Pruffian Majeity re- 
ceived them very gracioufly, and told 
them, that it gave him great plealure to 
find the King of Poland’s fentiments 
conformable to his declarations; that 
the neutrality he was defirous to obferve, 
was precifely what he required of him; 
but that, in order to render that neu- 
trality more certain and invariable, i 
was proper that his Polith Majetty fhould 
{eparate his army, by ordering the 
troops he had affembled at Pirna to re- 
turn to their former quarters, whic 
ftep would carry with it a conviction 
an abfolute neutrality that would adinit of 
no equivecation; and that from thence 
forward he would chearfully manic 
his fincere difpofition to give his Pou! 
Majefty real marks of his 
and concert with him thofe 
which the circumftances of times {hou 
render neceflary. The King of ol , 
abfolutely reje€led all conditions 
clathed with thofe which he olerce © 
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Sept.1756. Proceedings of the Pruffians in Saxony, 


the King of Pruffia in his anfwer to that 
prince's declaration. Befides the flrong 
inflances for faccours which he has made 
to ‘everal powers, his Polifh Majeity has 
declared, ** ‘That he would wait in his 
army for the decifion of events; that if 
the Profhans attempted to force him 
there, he would ftand their efforts; that 
he and his troops would fell their lives 
dearly, if neceifary ; and that he would 
fuer himfelf to be crufhed behind his 
intrenchments, rather than bear the 
yoke which they wanted to put him un- 
cer.” The fame prince, as he was re- 
viewing his army, told his troops, 
“ That they had no other courie to 
take but to fight, and to perith gloriouf- 
lv, if it be their fate to be borne down 
by the enemy’s fuperiority ; that as for 
himtelf, feeing his country ravaged and 
fpoled, his life was entirely at his fub- 
jects fervice, and the reft he would com- 
tit to Heaven.” Some tell us, that 
the frongeft demonftrations of undaunt- 
cd courage, and inflexible loyalty, have 
made his Polifh Majetty fenfible of what 
he may expeét from his troops; both 
Cmcers and foldiers having protefted, 
“ That fince all their refource lies in 
Cefperate efforts, a deluge of blood fhall 
grace their fall, and make their ruin 
ogi while others fay, that they 
‘ave been obliged to fwear allegiance 
thrice to their fovereign fince they in- 
Camped, notwithftanding which num- 
bers daily defert. Here it thould be re- 
Collected, that though the Eleétor of 
Saxony be Popifh, which is neceffary to 
his po‘lefling the throne of Poland, yet 
his electoral fubjc&ts are generally Pro- 
teltants ; that his daughter is married to 
te Dauphin of France; that the Saxons 
» much as moft others dread the union 
©' the houfes of Auftria and Bourbon, as 
“<ngerous to their religious liberties ; 
ene that his Pruffian Majeity is com. 
01 ly looked upon as being at the head 
0: the Proteftant intereft in Germany. 
Notwithftanding all the untoward cir- 
Comitances before mentioned, fome to- 
"eign minifters once more interpofed for 
~0ging about a reconciliation, and for 
pt Purpofe returned to the King of 
who gave them this anfwer : 
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“© The King of Poland miftakes my real 
intentions, ‘lhat prince is ill advifed. 
He renders himielt accountable for the 
very calamities and grievances he com- 
plains of | He declares himlelf willing 
to be neuter, and fhews by his conduct 
that he intends totakethe chance of war.” 

Even after his Pruflian Majefty had 
entered Saxony, he caufed his minifter 
at Vienna once more afk the Emprefs- 
Queen, whether fhe would engage not 
to attack him either this year or the 
next; promifing to recal his troops up- 
on receiving a precife and fatisfactory 
anfwer. ‘lhe anf{wer was, that the par- 
ties were at peace; that to contract an 
engagement of this nature, would be to 
convert the peace into atruce; and that 
the Emprefs found the condition too in- 
confiftent with treaties to admit of her 
acceptance. His Prufiian Majefly jud- 
ging this anfwer to be quite evafive, his 
minifter retired fiom Vienna the 16th 
of September, without takingleave. Im- 
mediately after, his Majelly informed fo 
reign courts, by a manifcito, of the ne- 
ccflity he was under to profecute his ope- 
rations. Before the the linperial 
minifter at Berlin had fet out on his re- 
turn home, without taking leave. 

On the rsth of September the Pruf- 
fian army had advanced very near the 
Saxon camp. ‘The 16th thofe troops 
continued their march along the banks 
of the Eibe, in order to invelt the Sa- 
xons on every fide, and prepare for at- 
tacking them; which was fuppofed would 
be done without delay, advice having 
been received, that General Count 
Brown, atthe head of an Aulirian are 
ny, had decamped from Colin on the 
gth, in order to join the Saxons. Very 
late advices bear, that agrcat part of the 
Pruflian army had penetrated into Bohe- 
mia, to make head againtt Gen. brown, 
and endeavour to prevent the juncuon 
intended. 

Befides the Pruffian army which has 
been marching through Saxony, we aie 
told that there are likewile two other 
confiderable ones afiembled in Upper 
and Lower Silefia, which have poticsied 
themfelves of the 
hemia en that fide. 
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which the King of Pruffa has on foot, 
aacladin @ thofe in garrifons, are reckon- 
ed at 152,359 men. It is faid that the 
Emprefs-Queen has 138,000, befides 
thofe in the. Netherlands and Italy. 
From the country laft mentioned fourteen 
battalions are marching into Bohemia. 
We learn from Paris, that the court 
of Verfailles thinks itfelf obliged, as a 
friend and ally to the Emprefs- Queen, 
to fend a body of 40,000 men d: ireftly 
for her aflitunce ; and that thofe troops 
may be employed in the molt effectual 
manner, his Moft Chriftian Majefty 1 
Judges it moft expedient, as well for the 
diveriion of her enemy, as for the fecu- 
rity of the Auftrian Netherlands, that 
thev march Wettphalia. About 
10,005 men, we are told, trom the Au- 
trian Netherlands are to join the French 
in this expedition. If they aval! y

‘The number of plun- 
erers hanged round the city amounts to 
ut 370. Aterrible fire broke out on 
e sth of July among the new-raifed 
ts and warehoufes, which confumed 
verchancife, &c. to an immente value. 
Dy Cus ditafter it is faid the Britith mer- 
coonts have been great fufferers. 
Avout the middle of July they fuffered 
not a little there from the grofs igno- 
rance of the train of artillery. Being 
ordered to make a proof of 129 pieces 
of cannon, they placed them on an emi- 
nence on the fide of the river oppofite 
to Lifhon, and fet fire to them all at 
once, by means of a train, fo that only 
one report was heard, but fo dreadful, 
that it was imagined the whole city was 
tumbling down. The walls of feveral 
c.urches that had been cracked by the 
earthquakes, a€tually fell with a prodi- 
gious noile; and fome beams which fer- 
ved to fupport the broken recf of the 
Church of da Madre de Dio killed two 
women by their fall, and wounded five 
cther perfons. There were two more 
thocks of an earthquake at Lifbon the 
3cth and 31ft of July, which did no da- 
hace. But there was a violent one at 
4lecos, about fixteen leagues north of 
that city, on the 3d of September, which 
Cyened the fides of the adjacent moun- 
tins, whence cafcades and fprings of 
Water have ever fince flowed, in places 
Where none were before. <A plan for 
‘Lulding Lifbon is now fixed, and itis 
‘ended that the work fhould be fet a- 
‘utin the beginning of January next. 
torge {pet of ground to the northward 
i the ruinous city is marked out for 
bcilding houfes, which are all to be two 
“ones high, and no more. ‘The prin- 
Sipsl Rrests ef the city are to be fixty 
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palms in breadth, the others forty, and 


the crofs ftreets thirty. 

‘The war between the flates of Tue 
nis and Avcieks has taken a turn very 
different from what it had in the com- 
mencement. ‘The troops of the fore 
mer have been routed in feveral fire 
mifhes, and the Dey reduced to the 
neceility of feeking refuge in his own 
territories. By furprife the Algerines 
took the city of Quef, a place of fuck 
importance to the ‘Punifians, that they 
efteemed it the bulwark of their king- 
dom, and mafiacred not only the gar- 
rifon, but the greateft part of the in- 
habitants, even the women and chil- 
dren falling a facrifice to their fury — 
About the 21ft of July they began to 
beficge Tums with an army of 50,c0o 
men. Some accounts boie, that they 
had aClually taken it; but that the Dey 
had made his efeape to Malta, in a man 
of war belonging to that ftate, which 
had waited in the port of ‘Tunis for that 
purpofe, in cafe the place fhould not be 
able toheld out. Bur, according to latt 
advices, the city fill held out, notwuh- 
ftanding the retreat of the Dey. 

On the 23d of Augufl the parliament 
of Paris refolved, that a verbal! pro- 
cefs fhould be made of all that had been 
faid and done at the Bed of ‘Jujlice held 
at Verfailles on the z21f, in which it 
fhould be declared, that the parliament 
had not given their opinion; that they 
adhered to their arret of the zoth, and 
protelted againit all that was done at 
the Bed of Jufice contrary to the laws 
of the kingdom. 

The Bithop of Troyes, not content. 
ed with charging the parliament of Pa- 
ris with being the patrons and foment- 
ers of {chifm in the church, and authors 
of diforder and di‘content in the fiate, 
afferted, that under the name of a par- 
liament of Irance, they aflect the au- 
thority of a {cnate of Rome, and are for 
Sharing the fovereignty with their ma- 
fer. His Majefty, to put a ftop to the 
profecution which the parliament had 
begun againit that prelate, removed him 
from his own cattle of Mery to a mona- 
Rery of Bencdidtins near Strafburg. Ie 
is faid, that among his papeis was cil- 
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covered a project to excite the clergy 
to fhake of the yoke of the fecular au- 
thority; the execution of which was to 
be fapported by feveral other bifhops, 
who purpofed to remain quiet in their 
diocefes, and not declare themfelves, 
till they had feen the fuccefs of the 
meafures of his Lorcthip of Troyes; 
who fince this difcovery has been com- 
mitted prifoner to the caitle of Vin- 
cennes. 

A new fubject of firife has happened 
between the parliament of Paris and the 
Archbifhop of that metropolis. The 
parliament twice fummoned that prelate 
to nominate a fuperior to a community 
of women called the Hopitaciers; and 
he made anfwer, That being by right 
primitive duperior of that houfe, he 
would govern it himfelf. On the 3d of 
September all the chambers of the par- 
liament met on tats affair; but we do 
mot yet know the refult of their delibe- 
rations. 

The parhament of Rexen, after or- 
dering all that the Duke of Luxem- 
burg, governor of Normandy, by the 
King’s command, inferted in their re- 
pilters, to be erafed, refolved on a va- 
cation confiderably fooner than cuilom ; 
and almoit all the members retired to 
their country-feats. It is publicly faid 
in Franee, that they have determined 
to give nocredit, for the future, to any 
orders or letters which appear co come 
only from the Chancellor. 

‘the French camps at Dunkirk, Ca- 
fais, and other places along the coaft to- 
wards Britain, feparaied the 15th of 
September. 

Adm. Hawke, with a Britith {qua- 
cron under his command, has for a con- 
fiderable time been cruifing about AZi- 
nmorca, and there 3s not now a word of 
the French fleet at Toulon being about 
to fail, in order to give him batile. The 
inhabitants of Minorca are reprefented as 
being in great diltrefs for want of tood. 

A letter from Paris, dated Sept. 13. 
is as follows. ** One Thiebault is ta- 
ken up near Bergirac, accufed of ha- 
ving engaged Proteitants to fee 
cond the Biitihh in a defcent which they 
have reiclved to miake near Marcanes, 
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It is faid he has fent the Duke of Cum. 
berland advice of every thing that pai. 
ed. They are now endeavouring to 
extort from him a difcovery of his ac. 
complices, after which he is to be exe. 
cuted.” 

We are informed, that his Profian 
Majefty afked the States-General of the 


.Unxitep Provinces, in what manner 


they intended to behave, in cafe he 
fhould be obliged to come to an open 
rupture with the houfe of Auftria, and 
fhould at the fame be attacked by the 
Vrench, in confequence of the treaty of 
Verfailles. On the 2d of Auguft 
Col. Yorke delivered the following me. 
morial to their High Mightineiles, 
High and Mighty Lords, 
HE hoftilities which the French 
have been continually committing, 
ever fince the conclufion of the dcini- 
tive treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, againt 
different parts of the King’s territories 
in America, having fo far exhaufted his 
Majetty’s patience and moderation, as 
tg recuce him at laft to the neceflity of 
repelling force by force in that part of 
the world ; and the extraordinary pre- 
parations for vengeance made by France 
on all the coafts oppofite to the Brith 
kingdoms, and which, as a manifck 
confequence of that crown’s animolity 
againft the King, immediately threaten 
him with an invafion, having indilpens 
fably forced his Majefty to employ the 
power that Providence hath put into his 
hands, to deprive an almoft declared 
enemy of the means of purfuing the {ug- 
geflions of his rancour, by lefiening the 
number of the veflels and feamen which 
he might have made ufe of to accom 
plith its effects : 
France hath not been contented with 
thefe repeated of violence, but, 
if fhe had renounced every fentment . 
equity and moderation, fhe hath at 
openly taken off the mafk, by invacirg 
the ifland of Minorca, which is a 
of thofe poffeffions of the Britith crow?

This lait enterprife having fully con- 
vinced the King, that France had fhut 
her ears againtt any further propoials 
for an accommodation, and meditates 
all the extremities of war againft the 
kingdoms and other ftates of his Maje- 
fy; he has been forced, againft his in- 
chnation, tO come tO an open rupture 
with France, and declare war againft her, 

In this of things the King 
not omit demanding, as the underwrit- 
ten, by his Majetty’s exprefs order, hath 
the honour hereby to demand the exe- 
cution of the treaty of 1678, which hath 
happily and fo long fubfilted between 
him and your High Mightineffes ; not 
doubting that the King my matter will

Somereprefent the French 
as very ftrong at Crown-point; which 
does indeed feem improbable in ittlf, 
as no attempt againft Fort Frontinac or 
Niagara this feafon appears to be intend- of as 
ed. In the mean time late advices from 
New England bear, that one of Sir Wil- 
liam Johnfon’s rangers had intercepted eS 
a courier fent by the Governor-General 
of Canada to the commanding oflicer “he 
at Crown-point, with letters deligned 
to inform that officer, that provitions 4 ae 
were fo fcarce in Canada, that he could eer i, 
expect no more from thence during the 4 i uh, 
current year, and that a contagious cts 
ficknefs brought by the fhips fronz 
France, having {pread among the troops, & eons 
had carried off {uch numbers, thatit was 4 


impoflible to fpare any reinforcements 
for him or any of the diftant forts. 
Several mutual attacks have happened 
on the lake Ontario, where the Brititls 
had one large fnow mounting eighteen 
fix-pounders and twenty {wivels, one iia 
brig of four fix-pounders and fix four- tie ae 
pounders with ten {wivels, one fchooner 
of ten four-pounders and ten {wivels, 
two floops of eight foar-pounders and ten 
fwivels each, two {mall fchooners of ten 
fwivels each, and above «30 whale-boats 
capable of holding fixteen meneach. ‘The 
French hed five vefiels, befides one of t 
twenty guns, and their fmall craft that 
could row with fourteen oars, and car- 
ry above twenty men each, with a con- 
fiderable quantity of provifions. Ac- 
cording to letters from Nantz, a frigate 
had arrived at Breft from Canada, with 
news of an advantage gained by the 
French troops. It is fad, that having 
met with a body of 1509 Britith, they 
killed 400 of them and made 400 pri- 
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foners, that they burnt 300 British bat- 
toes on the Jake Ontario, and that after 
this victory they went to jnvelt Fort Of- 
wego. 

At the defire of the Six Nations forts 
are now building at fome of their caftles, 
for their protection againit the Frenc 
and their Indians, to be mounted with 
cinnon, and garrifoned with Britith fol- 
ciers,

They ran themfelves 
fo near the fort, that the balls from the 
cannon of it nearly went over them, and 
they plied the garrifon fo clofely with 
fmall arms, as to drive them from their 
guns.

Five more addreffes [407.] on the

In every one 
of them mention is made of the lofs of 
Minorca, of the danger of our Ameri- 
can colonies, and of an inquiry into the 
caufes of our misfortunes; Norfolk 
county, and the gentlemen, clergy, 
merchants, and other principal inhabi- 
tants of Briftol, lament the want of a 
conititutional militia ; but the mayor, 
burgefles, and commonalty of Briftol, 
fay, inter alia, ‘* Though we thwk ic 
the higheit prefumption to prefcribe 
meafures to your Majetty in the prefent 
important conjunélure, yet permit us, 
Sir, to acknowledge our entire fausfac- 
tion and reliance in your Majeily’s mage 
nanimity and goodnets, exprefied ur 
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your royal and moft gracious affurances 
to your citizens Of London, which we 
flatter ourfelves muft remove every dif- 
trult and jealoufy, animate the deipond. 
ing, and unite all true Enghifhmen in a 
viyorous and affeCtionate jupport of the 
common caufe, thereby maintaining re- 
putation abroad, and our fecurity at 
home, to the entire defeat of the hopes 
and defigns of our enemies.” [408 ] 

On the 22d of September the two

Jaid before the court, in order to fhew, 
that, from the very nature of things, it 
was neceffary to fuppote, that the or- 
ders fent him were all difcretionary ; as 
it was impoflible to fuppofe, that the 
fortrefs could be preferved with no more 
than feventeen men above what was ne- 
ecilary for the daily duty ; and asthe lea- 
ving fo few men in that fortrefs would 
probably have provoked an attack. 
However, when the queftion came to 
be put, To acquit, or to tufpend for 
one year, the court was equally divided, 
there being eight for acquitting, and 
eight for fufpending; and as in fuch 
cafes the prefident has a catting vote, 
he gave it for fulpending. Which fen- 
tence being reported to his Majefty, he 
thought fit to difmils him from his fer- 
vice. 
Upon the whole, it appears, that, up- 
on this trial, the chief quefiion in dif- 
pute was, Whether the orders fent to 
the General were pofitive or difcretio- 
nary? for if they were confuled or con- 
tradiGtory, they were of courfe difcre- 
ticaary: and the prefumption is in fa- 
vour of their having been dilcretionary ; 
as the queftion, Whether they were fo 
or no? did not fo much as occur to any 
of the gentlemen upon the council of war 
at Gibraltar ,; and as all orders fent toa 
«<ommanding officer at fuch a diftance, 
ought to have fome conditional and dif- 
crctionary powers inferted in them, by 
reaion that a very great change of cir- 
cumftances may happen between the 
time of iffuing, and the time of execu- 
ting fuch orders. —— Would it have been 
right to have fent a pofitive order to the 
governor of Gibraltar, to fend one third, 
er one half of his gariifon, to Mahon, 
when it was not impofible but that Gib- 
raltar itfelf might have been befieged, 
er Mahon taken, before he received 
that order?

The number of highlanders who came 
to Edinburgh this feafon for harvett- 
wors was much greater than vfual. 
The fcarcity at home made them come 
early away, and by the latenefs of the 
harveit it was long ere they had an op- 
portunity of earning their bread. As 
tele poor people were in danger of 
farving, having no fubfiftence but what 
they begged, contributions were fet on 
foot for them in the city about the 18th 
e!Scjtember; and notice was given in 
the news-papers of the 21ft, that a me- 
tol was fettled for giving them two 
Mos a-day regularly at the poorehoufe; 
es that as the money then collected 
was not ijufficient for their fubfiftence 
Cong the harveft, it was neceflary to 
Co.tinue the colletion, for receiving

In the evening of tha 
2ift, aftera fermon ({uitable to the oce 
cafton by Mr Whitefield, a collection 
was made for thefe poor people in the 
orphan hofpial park, which amounted 
to 601 11s. 4d. Sterling; of which 
half a guinea was given by Mr White- 
field himnfelf. For fome days they call- 
ed twice a-day at the poor-houfe, at an 
hour appointed, and got an allowance of 
bread each, and fometimes a little ale; 
they afterwards called at the orphan 
hofpital for their allowance. When 
the harveft-work was well over, notice 
was given them, that a perfon fhould 
attend at Queensferry, and give iuch of 
them ,as fhould be there ready to go 
home, a fmall viaticum. Accordingly 
feveral were there; and received, after 
they were in the boat, one, two, or 
three fhillings, according to their cir- 
cumftances, and the length of the jour- 
ney before them. The precautions ta- 
ken were highly expedient; for other 
wife fome of the poor people might have 
ftarved, while others would have got 
more by begging, than they could have 
earned by honeit labour, All the mo- 
ney collected for thefe highlanders was 
kept by itfelf, feparate from the funds 
of the orphan-hofpital and poor-houle. 

On the 18th of September arrived 
fafe at Leith, the Trial Greenland flip, 
belonging to the Edinburgh old compa- 
ny, which was feared to be loft.

On the 26th of July Twas cruifing n his Ma- 
jefly’s thip Gratton, with the Nottingham, Hor- 
net and Jamaica floops, otf Loutburg, a! out 
three leagues S. by EF. At cight A.M. the man 
at the top-maft head difcovered four fail to the 
N EK. which was directly to windward. We 
gave chace, and made our firft board to the 
jouthward, they fteering dircétly for us till with- 
in two leagues. We tacked, in hopes to have 
cut them off frem their port, aad they bauled it: 
for it. Half paft one P.M. they came to an 
anchor in their harbour ; and a lithe after we 
brought to, about a league from it, and horlted 
our colours, the lighthoufe bearing voith where 
we lay. At: four made fail to the cattward, 
Soon as it was dark difpatehed the Horuct for 
Halifax, foi Capt Spry to fend out fome of the 
fh ps under his command to come and jon me;

of thinking, mult be feveral years in the 
army before hecan, if he ever can, fur- 
Liount the prejudice of his education. 
From hence, Sir, we may fee, that 
what To have called the foil may at 
Jatt be altogether impoverithed by the 
continual culture of that foreign weed 
called a fanding army; tor fol call 
cur prelent Randing army, even though 
compofed of what we call mationad troops. 
Such an army never was the natorel 
produce of this kingdom: and while it 
is under its prefent regalation, I can 
hardly call thole that belong to it Exg- 
diflmen , they live under a quite 
diferent forrof laws, and are very un- 
Certain of its being ever in their power 
to reitore themiclves to the eniovment 
of the laws of their country, which 
makes our ttanding ar:zny of much more

in our army, according to its prefent re. 
gulation, is by law intitled to have his 
difcharge at any time in his whole life, 
we could not wonder fhould they upon 
any occafion concur in abolilhing thofe 
invidious liberties, which they could ne.

The Jpeech of C. Plinius Cexcilius, wis

Mr Prefident, 
have it from the highe® autho. 
rity, that in the multitude ot 
counfeilors there is fatety; but we in 
this nation may from experience fay, 
that in the multitude of legiflators there 
is confufion: for our ftatute books are 
increafed to fuch an enormous fize, that 
they contound every man who is 0b!i2°¢ 
to look into them. And this is plurly 
wing to a great change which has by 
degrees crept into our conftitution. In 
old tines almott all the we which were 
Cetigned to be public acts, 
tinue as the ttanding laws of this sing 
dom, were firft moved for, crawn eo 
and patied, in this houte, where we have 
the learned judges always attcnciny 
and ready to give wus ticir ac ivice 
experience, they mult be allowed to 0 
betl able co tell, whether any eee 
complained of proceeds from a non ch 
ecution of the laws in being, and whe 
ther it be of ftuch a nature may 
redrefled by a new law. Inthe! 
cafe a new law inuft always be ts 
fary, and in the latter it mutt vente 
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logs; and when by the opinion and ad- 
vice of the judges we find, that neither 
of thefe is the cafe, we have their afli't- 
ance, wuereby we are enabled to draw 
uyanew law in fuch a manner, as to 
render it effectual, and eafy to be under- 
food. ‘Phis is the true reafoa why in 
former times we had but very few laws 
pulid in parliament; and very feldom, 
fever, a poltcrior Jaw for explaining 
aid amending a former. 

Pais, fay, Sir, was almoft the con- 
fant method of law-making in old times. 
Aod that this method of law-making is 
no tagreeable to the nature of our con- 
fiution, muft appear from the very 
word. of the writs of fummons to par- 
lanent: for the writs of fummons to 
the members of this houfe are ad con- 


fo.nton, whereas the writs for the other 


houie are only ad confentiendum. But this 
method feems now to be quite altered. 
Every member of the other houfe takes 
upon him to be a legiflator, and almolt 
every new law is firft drawn up and pafl- 
ed in the other houfe; fo that we have 
litle elie to do, efpecially towards the 
end of the fefion, but to read over, and 
concent to the new laws they have made. 
Nav, fome of them are fent up fo late 
in the feffion, that we have hardly time 
to read them over, and confider whe- 
tier we fhall confent or no; which is 
remarkably the cafe with refpect to the 
bil now under coniideration: A bill 
Which confilts of near threefcore dife- 
trent claufes, and a bill which under- 
Went many alterations in the other 
hoafe, and took up fo much of their 
time, that they have fcarcely left us fo 
many days to confider it, as they em- 


poyed months in framing it.

By this merns it is, that 
our itatute books have of Jate years in- 
creafed to fuch an enormous fize, thae 
no lawyer, not even one of the longeft 
and moft extenfive practice, can pretend 
to be matter of all the fatutes that relate 
to any one cafe that coines before him ; 
and this evil goes on increafing fo much 
every year, that it is high time for this 
houfe to begin to put a flop to it, by re- 
folving not to pafs any bill for introdu- 
cing a new and itanding law that comes 
from the other houfe, unlefs it comes 
up fo early in the feflion, as to leave us 
fufficient time to take the advice and af- 
fittance of the judges upon it, and to 
confider every claufe of it maturely. 
And in every fuch cafe we ought to con- 
fider, whether a new law be neceffary 
for the purpofe intended » for no new 
law ought ever to be made, unlefs it ap- 
pears to be abiolutely neceflary; as a 
multitude of ufelefs laws is one of the 
greatcit plagues a people can be expofed 
to. In the next place, we ought to con- 
fider, whether the inconvenience er grie- 
vance intended to be removed, be of 
fuch a nature, as to admit of being cu- 
red by any human law: for if it be not, 
we render ourfelves ridiculous by the at- 
tempt. In the third place, we ought to 
confider, whether, by endeavouring to 
remove the grievance or misfortune then 
complained of, we may not probably ine 
troduce a much greater. And in the 
fourth place, we ought to examine very 
ftridtly, whether the law be conccived 
in fuch terms as nay be effecinal for the 
end intended, and the feveral claufes fo 
clearly exprefled as can admit of no 
doubr. 

I believe, Sir, every one that hears 
me will agrce, ghat we ought to have 
all thefe things under our confideration 
before we give our confent to the pall-

fuch a lone, fuch an important bill as 
this now before us, in fuch a ferious and 
deliberate manner as we ought to do, 
before we give our confent to its being 
pated intoa law.

poted to be inte nded. ‘The meafure ite 
{elf J highly approve of: I moit heartie 
ly with that all the men of property in 
the nation were bred to arms, and taught 
military difcipline; but my wifh does 
not go fo low as journeymen, day-la- 
bourers, and fervants. Our men of 
property are cur only freemen, accor- 
ding to the meaning of the word among 
the old Grecians and Romans. ‘liey 
had no fuch men among them as thofe 
we call fervants. ‘Their fervants were 
all flaves; and they never put arms into 
the hands of their flaves, but when they 
were in the greateft danger and ciltrefs. 
Nven then they made them free the 
very moment they put arms into their 
hands. ‘This bill is therefore fo far 
from being agreeable to my with, that 
itis dircdily contrary to it; for, asl 
have faid, the certain confequence will, 
in my opinion, be, that our fervants 
will be the onty micn aimongft us that 
are to be bred toarms, and taught mi- 
litary ditcipline.

This bill likewife, Sir, labours under 
the fame inconvenience that moft of our 
late new laws labour under, by which 
I mean, that of multiplying exceflively, 
and in mot cafes needlefsly, the num. 
ber of oaths. We have already render. 
ed oaths fo frequent, that even perjury 
itfelf is, I fear, become familiar to ina. 
ny of the valgar; and this bill! will add 
greatly to the misfortune. I can fee no 
reafon why any man fhould be obliged 
to {wear to his qualification, as he is to 
be fined if he aéts without being culy 
qualified. And in many cafes an oath 
is to be adminiftered where it is quite 
ridiculous to require any fuch folemnity. 
A militiaeman cannot by this bill be pu- 
nifhed for being abfent, for being drunk, 
for giving the lie to his ferjeant, or for any 
other little peccadillo, without a folema 
oath before a juilice of the peace. But, 
Sir, it would be endlefs to take notice 
of all the errors, overfights, and imper- 
fe€ions of this bill; therefore I fhall add 
no more, but conclude with declaring, 
that, in the light T’view it in at preient, 
I cannot give my confent to its being 
pailed into a law.
